Much of US remains trapped in extended deep freeze

INDIANAPOLIS — Bitterly cold 
temperatures gripped much of the 
nation Tuesday, testing the mettle of 
even winter- wise Northerners and 
delivering a shock to those accustomed 
to far-milder weather in the South. 

The cold has been blamed for at 


least a dozen deaths, prompted offi- 
cials to open warming centers in the

WASHINGTON — The 
Trump administration on 
Tuesday threw the weight of 
the U.S. government behind 
the protesters taking to the 
streets of Iran, rooting them 
on despite the risk of helping 
Iranian authorities dismiss 
a week of major demon- 
strations as the product of 
American instigation.
